“The sugar announcement is based 
upon the official promise of beet sugar 
brokers to the sugar equalization board 
to sell their product for 10 cents a 
pound on the seaboard,” Maj. Sprague 
“It is also backed up by the 
amendment to the Lever food control 
aet, whittr ortminal offense 
for dealers to make any unfair or un- 
reasonable rate in handling necessities 
of life. This will automatically stop 
all wild cat speculation in sugar and 
stabilize the price once and for all.” 

The amendment provides a fine not 
exceeding $5,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than two years, or both, as a 
penalty for hoarding, destroying prod- 
ucts in order to inflate pricts, limiting 
production or transportation for the 


}same purpose, monopolizing or over- 


charging for food and other necessities.

_ Oppose “ Club” Orders. 

Another ultimatum was handed down 
by the committee yesterday when “— 
Westerfeld, chairman of th? 
grocers’ subcommittee, denounced the 
praetice of merchants selling “club” 
orders. 

“This selling stunt is a practice of 
unreliable retailers,” declared Mr. Wes- 
terfeld, “ of fly-by-night concerns oper- 
ating as mail order houses. One case I 
have investigated offers a combination 
of groceries for $3.95 in which sugar is 
included at 3 cents a pound. The bill 
is made to appear moderate by includ- 
ing staples whose prices are known to 
the public. These are offered at the 
usual rate, some of them below the 
usual rate. But, on the other hand, 
other articles are included whose prices 
are little known and these are rated at 
outrageous costs. Thus a bottle of 
bluing worth 3 cents is listed as worth 
45 cents and offered for 23 cents, a 
5 cent bottle of oil offered for 32 cents.” 


NATION’S UNREST 
UPSETS REST OF

Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—Presi- 
dent Wilson, trying to get an ordered 
rest, today had before him a program 
of unrest the like of which has never 
before been put up to an American ex- 
ecutive at one time.

MEET NEGROES 
HOME PLAN 


Parley Holds Hope 
of Settling the 
Trouble. 


A program of constructive cotjpera- 
tion, in which Negroes and whites will 
work side by side in seéking a solution 
to the race problem, was launched last 
night. A meeting of both taces—the 
first of its kind—was held under the 
auspices of the Grand boulevard dis- 
trict of the Kenwood and Hyde Park 
Property Owners’ association. 

There was no “airy persifiage” nor 
flowery exchange of compliments on 
either side. A spade was called a 
spade. The Negroes were told by 
George Mayer, acting chairman of the 
meeting, that they are not wanted as 
neighbors in white neighborhoods; that 
they depreciate property values, and 
that banks will not loan money on 
property in Negro districts. The state- 
ment was accepted as a fact without 
comment. 

The colored delegates replied that 
they are satisfied to forego their rights 
and constitutional privileges concern- 
ing social equality but insisted on the 
privilege of comfortable homes. 

Spirit Is Friendly. . 
frankly and in a friendly spirit, and 
when the meeting adjourned a vote of 
thanks was tendered the Negroes for 
their spirit of fairness and open mind 
edness. 

As a definite outcome of the rheet- 
ing the colored representatives were 
given assurance that every effort will 
be made to assist them in financing 
their own real estate deals. One meth- 
od suggested is the formation of a loan 
association composed of white prop- 
erty owners. 

Later, when both sides have worked 
out more definite plan#f another joint 
meeting will be held. Officials of the 
property owners’ association expressed 
gratification over the results of the 
conference. 

“I believe we have taken a long step 
towards making race riots impossible,” 
said Chairman Mayer. 


Condemns Negroes’ Threats. 

J. Gray Lucas, an attorney who acted 
as spokesman for the colored delega- 
tion, condemned the action of a number 
of Negrces who have written threaten- 
ing letters to officers of the association 
since a massmeeting last Monday eve- 
ning. 

“The danger in a situation like this 
is that the hot heads of both races are 
prone to get into trouble by trying to 
right things by physical violence, ” At- 
torney Lucas said. 

After welcoming the colored dele- 
gates, who were greeted cordially, 
Chairman Mayer asked Attorney Lucas 
if he and his associates had any plan 
to suggest. 

Negroes Conciliatory. 
“Our people are satisfied with con- 
ditions,’’ Lucas answered. “ We came 
here to hear what you have to offer. 
We have no prejudice against our 
white neighbors and we want to know 
on page é, column 3.)

between the employers and the unions 
could be restored.

More than eighteen years have passed 
since Berlioz’s “ Harold in Italy” sym-. 
phony was played by the Chicago Or-| 
chestra. It was revived yesterday 
rafternoon in Orchestra hall as the 
feature of the second program which 
the orchestra offers in its present regu- 
lar series. 

Not only was it interesting to hear 
the long neglected’ work for the first 
time under Mr. Stock’s baton, but the} 
reception accorded by the audience was 
in no small measure gratifying. 

That Berlioz should thus appeal is
